With  the  exception  of  the  payment  of  $1,600  on  the  principal 
of  the  debt,  classed  as  Engine  House  Loan,  the  funded  and 
temporary  debt  remains  the  same  as  reported  last  year. 

As  appears  from  the  statement,  miscellaneous  receipts  covered 
into  the  Treasury  in  excess  of  the  amount  estimated  as  revenue, 
with  the  difference  in  the  overdrawn  balances,  including  the 
payment  above  mentioned  of  .$1,600,  shows  a  reduction  in  the 
debt  of  $4,083.46,  the  past  year. 

The  sinking  fund  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  loans  in- 
curred on  account  of  subscription  to  stock  in  the  Duxbury  and 
Oohasset  Railroad  Company,  amount  to  $19,317.20,  against 
$16,906.01  reported  last  year,  showing  a  gain  for  the  year  of 
$2,411.19. 

The  Water  Scrip  Sinking  Fund  now  amounts  to  $2,190.56, 
against  $2,096.29  last  year,  a  gain  for  the  year  of  $94.27. 


\  Both  sinking  funds  now  amount  to  $21,507.76,  against  $19,*  J$ 
002.30  last  year,  a  gain  of  $2,505.46,  which  added  to  the  roduc-'lf 
tion  in  the  debt  statement,  reduces  the  liabilities  of  the  Town  $ 
$6,688.95  since  the  date  of  the  last  report. 

The  net  debt,  exclusive  of  water  debt,  is  $10,973.19,  and  ,1 
exolusive  of  the  debt  incurred  on  account  of  the  Duxbury  and  '$ 
Cohasset  Kailroad  Company,  $20,290.39. 

There  will  become  due  the  present  year  notes  to  the  State  of  J 
Massachusetts  for  $11,721.65,  and  note  to  the  Plymouth  Savings  ^ 
Bank  for  $10,000.    Those  notes  bear  interest  at  five  per  cent.  ' 
As  no  provision  has  been  made  for  their  payment  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  Town  to  oonfer  authority  on  the  Selectmen  to 
renew  the  same  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  five  years,  which  can  \.r 
probably  be  placed  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 

There  has  been  paid  during  the  year  on  account  of  Indigent  £ 
''.  Soldiers'  Aid,  $684.62.    The  amount  to  bo  reimbursed  by  the  'J 
State  will  leave  a  deficiency  of  $333.01  to  bo  provided  for. 

The  appropriations  to  provide  for  deficiencies  and  increased  ^ 
expenses  which  are  likely  to  be  incurred  in  some  of  the  depart*  £• 
■  ments,  unless  the  State  and  County  taxes  are  reduced,  will  be  >' 
likely  to  increase  the  rate  of  taxation  for  the  coming  year.

The  amount  expended  on  roads  and  bridges  and  permanent  1 
improvement  on  sidewalks,  less  the  earnings  of  the  teams  in: 
other  departments,  is  $9,206.88,  being  $2,837.00  in  excess  of 
last  year. 

Included  in  this  amount  thero  was  expended  $1,467.98  for^ 
the  removal  of  snow  ;  for  permanent  improvement  of  sidewalks  4 
$597.90  was  exponded  on  Court  Street,  $243.10  on  High  Street,"' 
$65.55  on  .  Main  Street,  $70.66  on  Summer  Street,  $13.87  on| 
Middle  Street,  and  $432.22  on  North  Street,  leaving  for  the 
ordinary  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges  $6,315.80,  a  sum  $603.14  ' 
in  excess  of  last  year. 

The  whole  amount  expended  for  the  improvement  of  side} 
walks  has  been  $1,423.30,  being  $423,30  in  excess  of  the/* 
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amount  authorized  by  the  Town.  The  excess  was  expended 
on  High  and  North  streets,  where  the  work  somewhat  exceeded 
the  estimates,  but  was  urgently  demanded  to  accommodate  and 
render  safe  the  public  travel  in  those  localities. 

To  give  the  necessary  width  to  the  lower  part  of  North 
Street,  so  as  to  provide  a  safe  and  convenient  sidewalk,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  raise  the  grade  some  three  feet  and  build  a 
low  supporting  wall  on  the  south  side  of  the  street,  and  furnish 
curbing  to  support  the  sidewalk  and  embankment.  The  mater- 
ial to  make  the  (ill  was  supplied  from  the  new  roads  leading  to 
Water  Street,  which  were  worked  in  connection  with  it,  and 
materially  diminished  the  cost  from  what  it  otherwise  would 
have  been,  had  the  material  had  to  have  been  supplied  from 
outside.  The  cost  of  the  improvement,  including  the  sidewalk, 
was  $705.00. 

The  unusually  dry  weather  during  the  mouths  of  July  and 
August  prevented  any  permanent  work  on  the  roads  during 
those  months,  and  the  roads  suffered  on  that  account ;  it  ne- 
cessitated additional  work  later  in  the  season,  and  somewhat 
increased  the  expenses  over  the  former  year. 

In  case  the  Town  shall  require  the  same  amount  applied  to 
the  improvement  of  sidewalks  as  last  year,  viz.,  $1,000.00,  an 
appropriation  of  $9,000.00  will  bo  required  to  cover  the  estimated 
expenses,  not  including  any  additional  expenditure  which  may 
be  required  for  the  removal  of  snow.

north  of  Howland  Street,  the  additional  sum  §151.43,  making'!

There  is  still  due  for  land  damages,  not  yet  called  for,  $165,i; 
To  provide  for  the  deficiency,  and  in  part  for  t ho  expenditure 
authorized  this  year,  the  sum  of  $5,500  was  appropriated  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Town  at  the  same  time  accepted  the  lay*; 
ing  out  of  Ocean  and  Drew  places  (names  since  changed  fco]| 
Winslow  and  Chilton  streets),  to  connect  with  the  new  road,; 
and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $3,000  for  the  working  of  the  same,; 
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There  has  been  expended  on  Winslow  Street,  for  working, 
the  Bum  of  $240.18,  and  including  the  land  damages  paid  of 
$-162,  makes  the  total  expenditure  $702.18.  For  the  working  of 
Chilton  Stueet,  which  includes  paving  the  gutters  on  both  sides 
of  the  street  to  its  junction  with  Water  Street,  there  has  been 
expended  $808.53. 

The  widening  at  Wellingsley,  ordered  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners, was  worked  at  an  expense  of  $117.06. 
,  The  aggregate  amount  of  these  several  expenditures  repre- 
sent the  amount  heretofore  stated,  viz  :  $3,664.75,  and  occasions 
an  overdrawn  balance  of  $2,393.25.  The  working  of  Davis  and 
Stafford  streets  was  not  included  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
last  year,  and  as  both  are  now  Town  ways,  the  former  by  the 
laying  out  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the  latter  by  the  action  of 
the  Town,  provision  will  be  made  for  working  them  the  present 
year. 

Petitions  are  now  pending  for  the  laying  out  of  a  Town  way 
from  the  Rocky  Hill  road  to  White  Horse  Landing  ;  also  a 
petition  for  the  laying  out  of  a  Town  way  from  Court  Street  to  a 
point  near  the  north  end  of  the  Plymouth  Woolen  Mill,  then 
running  north-westerly  over  Lothrop  Place  to  Lothrop  Street. 
The  decision  of  the  Selectmen,  if  favorable  to  the  petitioners, 
will  be  reported  to  the  Town  at  its  annual  meeting. 

The  appropriation  for  new  roads  the  past  few  years  has  been 
unusually  large,  and  to  provide  in  a  single  year  for  the  defi- 
ciency and  construction  of  new  roads  contemplated,  in  addition 
to  other  demands,  will  swell  the  appropriations  beyond  what 
is  desirable,  and  the  Selectmen  recommend  the  sum  of  $3,500 
be  appropriated  for  the  deficiencies,  and  in  part  for  the  expen- 
ditures of  this  year,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  carried  for- 
.  ward  and  included  in  the  taxes  of  the  following  year.

The  largest  item  of  expenditure,  chargeable  to  the  account, 
has  been  incurred  for  bills  for  fires  in  the  woods,  which  have 
;.'  been  of  frequent  occurrence  for  the  past  few  years,  and  will 
require  some  stringent  measures,  on  the  part  of  the  Town,  to 
\  prevent.  Most  of  the  cases  are  traceable  to  carelessness,  for 
i  which  the  parties  should  be  held  liable,  and  the  present  system 
lt  of  management  is  too  cumbersome  fco  be  either  effective  or 
jj  economical. 

Carelessness  in  the  management  is  likely  to  involve  the  Town 
|  in  large  expenses,  and  as  there  is  some  doubt  whether  the  act 
1  establishing  a  Fire  Department  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
I  repealed  so  much  of  the  General  Statutes  as  relates  to  fires  in 
I  the  woods,  but  leaves  the  appointment  of  Fire  Wards  with  the 


Selectmen,  it  is  for  the  Town  to  consider  whether  or  not  tK 
appointment  should  bo  placed,  as  is  now  the  ease  with  In 
Engineers  of  the  Firo  Department,  so  that  appointments  show! 
be  made  with  special  reference  to  their  fitness  for  such  duti($ 
and  where  some  check  can  be  exercised  to  prevent  such  extrav- 
agant bills  as  have  often  been  presented  to  the  Town. 

The  value  of  the  woodland,  as  shown  by  tho  Assessors'  books, 
is,  $123,926.00,  of  which  $90,861  is  owned  by  residents,  anjj 
$33,065  by  non-residents.    The  amount  received  from  taxes  ojj 
woodlands  for  1881,  was  $1,586.25,  against  a  net  expenditur 
for  fires  in  the  woods  of  $1,659.61.  *] 

The  expenditures  for  fires  in  the  woods  since,  and  including 
the  fire  in  1870  in  the  territory  south  of  the  Federal  Furnace 
road,  where  most  of  the  fires  have  originated,  have  probably 
equalled  if  not  exceeded  the  taxes  received  from  it  in  the  sanio 
time.  An  appropriation  of  $3,000,  in  addition  to  tho  deficiency 
in  the  account,  it  is  estimated  will  provide  for  the  curren, 
expenses  for  the  year,  and  is  recommended.  •

The  upper  story  is  intended  for  the  hospital  department,  and  4 
the  general  plan  is  the  same.  The  building  is  intended  to  be  || 
built  of  good  quality  of  common  hard  brick,  plainly  finished  f 
both  inside  and  out,  ventilated,  heated  with  steam,  and  with  §* 
such  conveniences  as  will  adapt  it  for  the  purposes  intended.

The  receipts  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
year,  amounting  to  $11,297.50,  and  cancel  the  deficiency  of 
$2,210.74  standing  against  the  Works  at  the  commencement  of 
,  the  year,  and  a  balance  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  Water 
Works  account,  Jan.  1,  1883,  of  $135.56.

The  expenses  include  cost  of  pipe  extensions,  interest,  tele- 
phone, and  improvements  at  Pump  Station,  amounting  to 
$1,353.40,  giving  the  sum  of  $9,944.10  as  the  cost  of  maintain- 

,  ing  the  Works  dining  the  year,  and  $2,630.33  less  than  the  ordi- 
nary receipts,  which  sum  could  be  carried  to  the  sinking  fund 
but  for  the  course  adopted  by  the  Town  of  charging  all  costs 
of  extortions  of  water  pipes,  and  permanent  improvements,  to 

f    the  income  accounts. 


EXTENSIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Superintendent  reports  an  addition  to  the  distribution 
pipe  of  seven  hundred  and  one  feet  of  four-inch,  and  three 
hundred  and  forty-eight  feet  of  throe-inch,  pipe,  at  a  cost  of 
$686.44. ,  The  addition  made  since  his  appointment  in  1874 
are  five  and  a  half  miles,  and  no  pipe  laid  under  his  super-  1 
vision  has  developed  any  defect,  and  shows  the  skill  and  faith- 
fulness of  the  workman  retained  as  foreman. 

The  water  pipes  are  in  very  good  condition,  with  exception 
of  about  six  thousand  feet  of  two-inch  pipe  in  the  southerly 
part  of  the  Town,  and  which  has  yearly  required  the  larger 
part  of  the  expense  of  repairs. 

The  Superintendents  office  was  connected  with  the  Pumping  •• 
Station  last  April,  by  means  of  the  telephone  wire,  and  proves  ■ 
to  be  a  useful  and  convenient  mode  of  communication.  The 
Engineer  at  the  Station  has  been  called,  on  each  of  the  several 
night  fire  alarms,  and  prepared  the  engine  for  starting,  but  the 
high  service  pressure  was  fortunately  not  required. 

The  cellar  floor  of  the  pump  house  has  been  cemented,  and  , 
concrete  gutters  laid  on  two  sides  of  the  building.  Outside 
stairs  have  been  built  from  the  second  story,  and  a  steam, 
radiator  placed  for  the  warming  of  the  tenement,  the  rooms 
grained  and  walls  papered,  and  the  building  painted  on  out* 
side,  r—  the  cost  of  these  improvements  amounting  to  $666.96. 

The  artificial  water-course  between  Great  and  Little  South  t 
Ponds  should  be  put  in  permanent  condition  by  an  extension  of 
the  stone  wall,  as  the  plank  sides  put  down  at  the  first  opening*? 
of  the  Works  is  too  poor  for  further  repairs.  The  portion  note 
protected  by  a  wall  is  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  the  I 
cost  of  a  wall  being  estimated  at  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dol->^ 
lars.   The  present  year  promises  to  be  as  free  from  calls  forfi 


unusual  expenditures  in  the  Water  Department  as  will  appear 
in  the  future,  and  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  this 
work  should  be  now  completed. 

The  flow  from  Great  South  has  been  uninterrupted,  Little 
South  Pond  being  maintained  at  nearly  the  same  leyel,  and  the 
water  drawn  from  it  is  probably  better  for  this  constant  circu- 
lation than  if  taken  from  a  pond  that  was  undisturbed. 


PUMPING  WORKS. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Gibbs,  the  Engineer,  reports  the  engine  and  boiler 
in  good  condition. 

The  engine  has  run  during  tho  year  4,282  hours,  and  pumped 
170,296,853  gallons  of  water,  consuming  300,405  pounds  of  coal. 

Tho  daily  average  consumption  through  the  year  has  been 
466,567  gallons,  and  in  excess  of  the  daily  average  of  last  year 
12,032  gallons.  The  consumption  during  the  month  of  August 
was  3,651,722  gallons  more  than  any  month,  and  the  lift,  at  the 
Pump  Station  was  seventy-tive  feet  above  the  level  of  South 
Pond,  the  average  daily  consumption  during  that  mouth  being 
623,388  gallons,  and  notwithstanding  the  unusual  dry  season 
the  water  has  been  of  the  usual  good  quality. 

The  Engineer  has  given  close  attention  to  his  duties,  and 
during  his  three  years  of  service  has  not  been  absent  from  the 
Station  a  single  day,  and  having  no  assistant  a  vacation  cannot 
be  allowed  him.  Although  no  complaint  is  made  by  him  of  his 
close  confinement,  the  Commissioners  are  aware  that  some 
relief  should  be  atiorded  if  possible.  The  pump  if  stopped  on 
Sunday,  and  the  seventh  day  usually  allowed  to  others  granted 
him,  not  only  furnishes  cause  of  complaint  from  the  large  num- 
ber of  takers  who  depend  upon  the  pump  for  a  supply,  but 
leaves  the  Town  in  a  measure  exposed  to  a  short  supply  should

HIGH  SERVIOE  SUPPLY. 

•The  Water  Board  are  of  the  same  opinion  expressed  in  their 
.  previous  reports,  that  by  delaying  the  construction  of  a  high 
service  reservoir  of  a  capacity  sufficient  for  eight  or  ten  days' 
supply,  the  Town  is  each  year  neglecting  a  very  essential  part 
of  a  work  which,  if  completed,  would  insure  protection  from 
any  danger  of  a  short  supply.  Depending  upon  one  pumping 
engine  only,  the  time  is  sure  to  come  for  regretting  prolonged 
delay.  The  reason  for  postponement  of  the  consideration  of 
the  subject,  will  probably  be  the  same  as  on  previous  years, 
"the  needed  outlay  for  other  purposes,"  and  the  future  will  not, 
probably,  develope  any  period  when  there  are  no  -  calls  for 
expenditures  other  than  the  ordinary  wants  of  the  Town.  Con- 
tinued waiting  for  a  favorable  opportunity  would  have  pre- 
vented all  improvements  the  Town  has  ever  made,  and  although 
many  have  involved  a  large  expenditure,  no  considerable  num- 
ber of  our  people  regret  their  cost,  and  none  has  been  more 
needed,  or  conferred  more  benefit  than  would  be  realized  by 
a  favorable  consideration  of  this  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
missioners. One  step  in  the  right  direction  would  be  a  vote 
instructing  the  Commissioners  to  report  to  the  Town  at  some 
meeting  to  be  called  previous  to  the  annual  report,  or  included ; 
in  the  report  of  the  next  year,  detailed  estimates  of  the  cost 
of  a  reservoir  of  such  capacity  as  they  may  think  is  required,

Qeatlemeriy  —  For  the  ninth  time  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
my  annual  report,  and  I  herein  furnish  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Works  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1882. 

The  additions  made  to  the  pipe  lines  the  past  year  amounted 
in  all  to  1,048  feet  of  wrought-iron  and  cement  pipe,  viz :  701  < 
feet  four-inch,  348  feet  three-inch,  at  a  total  cost  of  $686.44 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  feet  of  four-inch  pipe  was  an  exten- 
sion on  Allerton  Street,  from  Davis  Street  to  the  residence  of 
Mr.  Ichabod  Carver,  at  a  cost  of  $73,129.  Water  lot  in  pipe 
Aug.  23. 

Five  hundred  feet  of  three-inch  pipe  was  an  extension  on 
south  side  of  Depot  Park  and  in  rear  of  Davis  Block,  at  a  cost 
'  of  $97.19.    Water  let  in  pipe  Aug.  19. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-six  feet  of  four-inch  pipe  was  laid 
from  Court  Street  to  the  factory  of  the  Plymouth  Cordage 
Company  for  fire  purposes,  and  was  connected  to  the  automatic 
sprinkler,  at  a  cost  of  $416.06.    Water  let  in  pipe  Sept.  5. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  feet  of  three-inch  pipe  was  laid 
from  Court  Street  and  connected  to  the  four-inch  pipe  that  was 
laid  to  the  Woolen  Mill  from  the  street  north  of  Depot  Park, 
at  a  cost  of  $99.90.    Water  let  in  pipe  Nov.  23.

APPARATUS.  4 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  two  steam 
engines,  with  hose  carriages  ;  two  hand  engines,  with  hose  car- 
riages, (the  location  of  one  of  them  being  at  Seaside) ;  one  hook 
and  ladder  carriage,  with  all  necessary  apparatus ;  four  inde- 
pendent hose  carriages  ;  one  force  pump,  located  at  S.  Loring's 
factory,  in  working  order  ;  also  one  in  reserve.  No  suitable 
location  can,  as  yet,  be  found  to  set  it.  We  have  two  very  old 
hand  engines,  not  in  working  order,  kept  merely  on  account  of 
their  antiquity.  All  of  the  working  apparatus  of  the  Depart- 
ment is  in  good  order. 


HOSE. 

We  have  in  use  in  the  Department  3,700  feet  of  hose  that  we 
consider  reliable.  A  purchase  of  4.00  feet  of  new  hose  has  been 
made  during  the  year,  considered  to  be  of  first  quality. 


HYDRANTS  AND  RESERVOIRS. 

The  above  are  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  a  leak 
in  the  reservoir  on  the  Green.  That  I  noticed  in  my  last 
report,  caused  by  the  roots  of  the  trees  working  through  the 
cement.  The  reservoir  having  a  three-inch  pipe  leading  into  it 
from  the  main,  and  no  increase  of  the  leak  being  observed,  we 
think  the  supply  of  water  is  sufficient  for  that  locality. 


HOUSES.  t 

The  houses  of  the  Department  are  in  good  repair.  The  roonv!

REMARKS. 

As  every  one  notices  at  fires  delay  in  getting  the  -horses  to 
the  engines,  I  will  say  that  the  Board  feels  that  our  present  4 
arrangements  are  all  the  Town  would  warrant  us  in  doing  v 
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under  the  condition  of  things.  Haying  but  few  fires,  we  do  not 
feel  like  incurring  such  an  expense  as  would  be  needed  in  any 
such  plan  as  has  been  discussed  of  late,  namely,  the  keeping  of 
horses  at  the  Engine  House.  It  is  asked  Why  not  keep  the 
Town  horses  there  ?  They  in  the  day  time  could  not  be 
depended  upon,  and  at  night  probably  horses  from  the  stables 
would  be  on  the  ground  about  as  soon  as  the  Town  Worses,  or 
the  Engineers  of  the  steamers  could  be  available.

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SCHOOL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1882. 


The  condition  of  the  schools  during  the  year  has 
been,  upon  the  whole,  satisfactory,  and  all  the  teachers 
have  labored  with  commendable  zeal.  *  The  crowded 
state  of  the  two  Grammar  Schools  in  the  village  has 
made  it  an  unusually  hard  year  for  the  teachers  of  those 
schools,  whose  faithfulness  and  patience  call  for  special 
mention. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  estab- 
lish a  third  Grammar  School  in  the  village,  and  a 
building  has  been  hired  for  the  temporary  accommo- 
dation of  this  school.  A  new  building  is  needed  for 
this  third  Village  Grammar  School. 

The  needs  referred  to  in  the  last  year's  report  for 
better  accommodation  of  the  four  schools  in  the  High 
School  building  still  exist  ;  but  as  a  special  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  report  to  the  Town  upon  this 
subject,  we  make  no  specific  recommendations. 

The  teaching  of  Singing  in  many  of  the  schools  has 
proved  very  successful  and  valuable,  and  seems  to  have 


beeft  much  enjoyed  by  most  of  the  pupils  and  appreci- 
ated by  their  parents.  If  practicable,  this  teaching  of 
I  muaic  should  be  introduced  into  other  schools.  We 

recommend  its  continuance. 

Drawing  has  been  taught  in  several  of  the  schools, 
as  a  regular  school  exercise,  and  marked  gain  has  been 
the  result  ;  but  there  is  a  demand  for  some  additional 
provision  for  instruction  in  this  branch. 

Much  attention  has  been  paid  to  Writing,  especially 
in  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  the  handwriting  of  a  large 
majority  of  the  pupils  in  tjiose  schools  does  great  credit 
to- the  pupils  themselves  and  to  their  teachers. 

English  Composition  has  received  special  attention 
in .  the  High  School,  and  with  gratifying  results.  '  As 
noticed  in  a  previous  report,  the  scholars  are  advancing 
rapidly-ill  the  art  of  Composition,  and  in  the  greater  art 
of  investigating  for  themselves  any  subject  submitted 
for  them  to  write  upon. 

I  Two  years  ago,  the  Superintendent  introduced  a 
plan  for  frequent  meetings  of  the  teachers  of  the 
schools,  where  they  could  receive  from  him  instruction 
in  the  best  methods  of  teaching,  and  could  discuss 
topics  pertaining  to  the  management  and  well  being 
of  their  schools.  These  meetings  have  been  continued 
through  the  past  year  with  profit  to  all  concerned. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  action  taken  by  the 
School  Committee  has  been  the  adoption  of  a  Course  of 
Study  for  the  High  School,  which,  as  we  consider, 
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secures  decided  advantages  over  the  old  course  ;  giving, 
as  it  will  be  seen,  an  opportunity  for  a  more  continued 
course  of  study  of  Arithmetic  and  its  practical  appli- 
cation, as  well  as  for  the  study  of  those  sciences  which 
refer  to  the  practical  arts  and  trades.  We  subjoin  the 
plan  here  referred  to. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  who  cannot  give 
time  to  complete  a  four  years'  course,  as  well  as  for 
those  who  are  lqoking  forward  to  some  trade  or  business. 

In  place  of  languages  or  other  studies,  the  "Short 
Practical  Course "  substitutes,  as  will  be  seen,  Book- 
keeping, Commercial  Arithmetic,  General  History,  and 
Practical  Science. 


.  Proposed  Course  of  Study,  as  Recommended  by  the  Committee, 
for  Trial  in  the  High  School. 

There  will  be  three  Courses  of  Study  in  the  High  School  ; 

The  "  Full  English  Course  "  of  four  years. 

The  "  Classical  Course  "  of  four  years. 

The  "Short  Practical  Course"  of  two  years. 

The  Classical  Course  conforms  to  the  English  Course,  with 
the  addition  or  substitution,  when  that  may  be  considered 
advisable  by  the  Superintendent,  of  one  or  more  of  the 
following  languages,  viz.  ;  —  Latin,  Greek,  German,  French. 

If  three  languages  are  taken,  Mathematics  may  be  dropped 
,  after  the  first  year,  but  only  on  that  condition. 

Each  pupil  who  honorably  finishes  any  one  of  these  three 
courses  will  be  considered  a  graduate  of  the  school,  and 
entitled  to  a  diploma  designating  the  course  he  has  pursued. 

The  studies  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  Full  English 
Course  constitute  the  Short  Practical  Course. 
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i  'All  the  pupils  of  the  first  class,  during  the  last  term  of 
the  year,  will  review  Arithmetic  ;  and,  to  secure  time  for  this, 
•  those, of  the  first  class  who  study  Latin  will  drop  that  study 
.during. the  last  term,  if  it  is  found  necessary  to  do  so. 

Not  more  than  three  recitation  hours  per  week  will  be 
given  to  any  one  language,  in  any  one  class.  Three  writton 
examinations,  at  least,  during  the  year  will  be  given  to  each 
8tudy;  one,  at  least,  in  each  term.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


•  To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Towtf  of  Plymouth  : 

In  the  last  year  a  quite  unusual  interest  in  the  public 
schools  has  manifested  itself,  an  interest  which  may  be 
presumed  to  have  always  existed,  but  did  not  make  itself 
felt  until  excited  by  some  special  cause.  To  those  who 
have  a  strong  conviction  of  the  supreme  importance  of 
the  public  schools  to  the  highest  welfare  of  this  commu- 
nity, this  agitation  has  been  specially  gratifying  j  for, 
although  it  has  brought  out  some  crude  and  unintelli- 
gent criticism,  the  discussion  must  in  the  end  throw  some 
light  on  questions  which  seem  to  be  in  a  very  unsettled 
state,  in  the  mind  of  the  community.  Those  who  criti- 
cize our  schools  unfavorably  do  not  seem  to  fully  appre- 
ciate the  magnitude  of  the  enterprise  which  they  have 
on  their  hands.  They  do  not  consider  that  the  public 
schools  which  they  attack  and  unceremoneously  con- 
demn are  part  and  parcel  of  that  system  of  public 
education  which  is  the  growth  of  more  than  a  century, 
carefully  watched  and  guided  in  its  development  by  men 
deeply  skilled  in  the  art  and  science  of  instruction,  ap- 
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sachusetta.  This  fostering  care  of  the  State  has  been 
bestowed  on  the  course  of  study  to  be  pursued  in  all 
grades  of  schools,  as  much  as  on  any  other  department 
of  the  system  ;  a  care  that  demands  minds  which  have 
traveled  over  the  whole  field  of  human  knowledge,  and 
which  know  the  relative  value  of  the  different  depart- 
ments of  learning,  their  bearing  on  each  other,  and  on 
practical  life. 

The  course  of  study  pursued  in  this  Town  is  the  same 
as  that  which  prevails  in  every  other  town  of  the  State, 
where  the  schools  maintain  a  respectable  standing.  There 
is  not  a  study  in  our  High  School,  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  the  German  language,  which  will  not  be  found 
in  every  high  school  in  Massachusetts.  It  is  not  claimed 
that  this  sanction  ought  to  shelter  our  course  of  study 
from  fair  criticism,  yet  it  ought  to  protect  the  work 
of  the  High  School  from  the  inconsiderate  attacks  of 
persons,  whose  necessarily  limited  investigations  of  such 
subjects  does  not  qualify  them  to  discharge  the  duty  of 
publicly  criticising  that  school. 

It  is  a  grave  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  public  school 
system  of  this  State  has  no  higher  function  than  to  fit 
boys  for  the  petty  routine  of  the  smallest  business  ;  yet 
the  opponents  of  our  schools  seem  to  commit  this  error, 
since  the  practical  education  which  they  clamor  for  has 
no  broader  or  higher  or  deeper  purpose  than  this.  It  is 
true  they  do  not  fully  explain  what  they  mean  by  practi- 


cal  education,  and  by  what  studies  they  would  have  this 
education  developed  ;  but  they  indicate,  in  a  confused 
and  general  way,  that  they  want  nothing  in  the  schools 
but  that  which  seems  to  them  to  relate  only  to  business 
life.  ;  To  an  intelligent  community  this  limited  concep- 
tion *  of  public  education  must  appear  pitiable.  In  a 
Town  like  ours,  where  educational  interests  are  as  varied 
as  they  can  be  anywhere,  where  the  entire  population — 
without  regard  to  social  distinctions — depend  on  the  pub- 
lic schools  for  all  the  scholastic  training  they  are  ever  to 
receive,  in  order  to  fit  them  to  discharge  creditably  all 
the  social,  political,  moral  and  religious  duties  of  life,  it 
is  the  purpose  of  the  public  schools  to  meet  various  and 
conflicting  demands  ;  but  if  nothing  more  than  the  science 
of  numbers  and  a  few  unimportant  specialties  be  taught 
in  the  high  schools,  as  the  opponents  of  the  present  sys-« 
tern  clamorously  demand,  the  broad  and  wise  scheme  of 
public  education  is  balked  of  its  results. 

About  the  course  of  study  in  the  schools  of  the  lower 
grades  there  is  little  difference  of  opinion  ;  dispute  begins 
when  the  organization  of  the  High  School  is  considered. 
The  farmer  thinks  his  son  ought  to  be  initiated  into  the 
art  and  mystery  of  cultivating  the  earth  ;  the  mechanic 
is  equally  sure  that  his  boy  ought  to  be  fitted  for  the 
work-shop  ;  the  merchant  will  prove  conclusively  that 
book-keeping,  if  the  world  is  to  be  a  success,  must  be 
the  first  and  last  study  ;  the  man  of  wealth  and  ease  de- 
mands for  his  son  and  daughter  the  finest  culture  which 
money  can  purchase  ;  for  without  this,  life  would,  to 
them,  he  thinks,  be  deprived  of  its  greatest  enjoyment. 
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The  High  School,  as  it  exists  -  at,  present  in  this  State, 
does  not  and  cannot  regard  the  $peoial  interests  of  these 
or  of  any  other  classes.  It  offers  to  all  who  enter  its 
doors  a  varied,  moral  and  intellectual  training,  designed 
to  prepare  them  by  superior  knowledge  and  discipline 
for  the  general  pursuits  of  life  ;  especially  is  it  intended 
to  make  of  all  the  beneficiaries  of  the  school  intelligent 
men  and  women,  able  and  willing  to  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  citizenship. 

The  course  of  study  in  our  own  High  School,  which  is 
essentially  the  same  as  in  other  High  Schools,  is  made 
up  of  the  several  departments  of  language,  mathematics, 
science,  history  and  literature.    All  of  these  studies  can, 
of  course,  be  treated  in  a  manner  suited  to  very  mature 
or  to  very  youthful  minds.    The  opponents  of  the  High 
School  studies  do  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  this  fact,  and 
bo  conclude  that  young  scholars  who  may  be  studying 
langungcs  of  very  imposing  names  either  cannot  under- 
•  stand  what  they  are  trying  to  do,  or,  if  they  do  under- 
stand, that  which  they  learn  lies  outside  of  the  field  of 
practical  life.    Nothing  can  be  more  untrue.    The  study 
of  foreign  languages — both  ancient  and  modern — can  be 
adapted  to  scholars  of  any  age,  and  can  be  made  to  yield 
the  richest  results,  which  are  of  the  most  practical  char- 
acter.   The  continued  study  of  the  structure  of  a  lan- 
guage not  his  own  compels  the  scholar  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  meanings  and  relations  of  every  word, 
and  to  put  the  substance  of  what  he  reads  into  accept- 
able English.    This  makes  him  critically  acquainted  with 
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all  the  text-book  has  to  teach,  enlarges  his  resources  in 
his  own  language  very  rapidly,  sharpens  all  his  critical 
powers,  and  gives  him  a  more  varied  practical  culture 
than  any  other  single  study  pursued  in  the  schools. 

The  practice  of  essay-writing  is  considered  of  the  high- 
est importance  in  our  High  School.  One-half  of  the 
school  is  required  to  write  an  essay  each  week,  on  a 
prescribed  subject,  and  the  work  is  subjected  to  exact 
criticism,  after  which  each  scholar  corrects  the  errors 
pointed  out  by  the  teacher;  and  the  work  is  again 
examined,  to  §ee  that  these  errors  have  been  properly 
attended  to.  All  this  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
labor  ;  but  the  results  pay.  One  would  suppose  that  as 
to  the  utility  of  this  part  of  our  labor  there  could  be  but 
one  opinion. 

The  mathematical  course  embraces  all  that  is  required 
for  entrance  to  college  :  that  is,  arithmetic,  algebra  and 
geometry.  There  is  little  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
value  of  these  studies,  so  far  as  boys  are  concerned  ;  but 
there  is  a'great  lack  of  unanimity  as  to  the  advantage  of 
them  for  girls.  The  decision  of  all  men  of  experi- 
ence  in  educational  matters  would  doubtless  be  that  the 
study  of  mathematics  is  highly  practical,  useful  to  both 
sexes  and  to  all  classes  of  society,  and  absolutely  neces- 
sary in  a  course  of  study  designed  for  High  Schools. 

The  study  of  elementary  science  is  carried  on  through 
the  course  of  four  years,  and  thus  far  with  very  good 
results.  In  order  that  the  subjects  may  be  treated  in  a 
manner  which  will  render  them  intelligible  and  attractive 
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to  very  young  persons,  only  the  simplest  text-books  are 
used,  and  principles  are  illustrated  by  experiments,  so 
far  as  the.  time  of  the  teacher  and  supply  of  apparatus 
will  permit.  The  scholars  are  thus  trained  to  habits  of 
accurate  observation,  and  acquire  some  skill  in  scientific 
method — that  method  which  is  rapidly  pervading,  at  the 
present  time,  all  investigation,  bringing  order  out  of 
chaos,  and  replacing  doubt  with  certainty.  The  subject- 
matter  of  all  the  science  taught  in  the  High  School  is  the 
common  phenomena  of  nature  and  the  forces  which  are 
at  work  in  effecting  all  the  changes  which  come  under 
our  observation  in  daily  life,  and  a  knowledge  of  which 
must  be  of  equal  value  to  all.  This  conclusion  is  dis- 
puted only  by  the  ignorant,  and  by  them  only  so  long  as 
they  are  unacquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  knowledge 
which  science  has  to  impart. 

It  seems  a  waste  of  time  to  undertake  to  show  the 
utility  of  a  knowledge  of  the  general  history  of  our 
own  country,  of  England,  of  Greece  and  Rome,  and, 
incidentally,  of  the  world  at  large. 

In  English  literature  we  endeavor  to  give  to  the 
scholars  a  very  elementary  knowledge  of  the  lives  and 
works  of  the  leading  writers  of  our  own  country  and  of 
England.  In  the  lessons  on  this  subject,  grammar  and 
other  matters  pertaining  to  the  art  of  writing  our  own 
language  receive  attention,  and  the  scholars  are  trained, 
so  far  as  their  years  will  permit,  in  the  art  of  general 
criticism.  Again,  all  this  is  practical,  and  concerns  every 
one  who  wishes  to  have  a  fair  education  and  general 
intelligence. 
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,  The  above  is  a  pretty  full  account  of  the  work  done  in 
the  High  School ;  and  it  is  given  because  there  is  a  mis- 
apprehension in  the  minds  of  some  about  the  matter,  if 
any  importance  is  to  be  .attached  to  the  use  of  the  epi- 
thets— theoretical  and  unpractical — which  have  been  so 
frequently  heard  of  late.  It  is  true  the  most  competent 
persons  may  differ  as  to  the  relative  value  of  branches 
taught  in  the  schools,  but  I  think  it  would  be  difficult 
for  the  most  ingenious  expert  to  frame  a  more  practical 
course  of  study  than  that  which  is  on  the  programme  in 
our  High  School.  However,  I  think,  and  I  have  always 
thought,  that  there  might  be  changes  made  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  School,  which,  although  they  would  not 
make  it  more  practical — perhaps  less  so — would  meet 
better  the  different  wants  of  this  community.  There 
should  be  two  courses  of  study  :  one,  a  classical  course, 
embracing  only  those  branches  which  are  included  in  the 
requisitions  for  admission  to  Harvard  College  ;  the  other, 
an  English  course,  including  the  French  and  German  lan- 
guages. There  might  be  one  elective  study  in  the  classi- 
cal course,  and  only  one, — Greek,  which  might  be  re- 
placed'by  one  of  the  modern  languages.  On  the  admis- 
sion of  a  class  from  the  Grammar  School,  each  scholar, 
with  the  sanction  i  of  friends,  should  make  choice  of  the 
course' which  he  wishes  to  enter,  and  after  that  he  should 
have  rip  electiony  but  should  be  required  to  take  all  the 
studies  of  his  course  ;  and  if  he  should  prove  unable  or 
unwilling  to  do  the  work  which  belongs  to  his  class,  he 
should  be  obliged  to  retire. 
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The  re-organization  of  the  High  School,  in  accord- 
ance with  these  suggestions,  would  increase  the  labor 
considerably,  which  would  render  a  larger  number  of 
teachers  necessary,  and,  consequently,  would  require  a 
new  building. 

During  the  present  Winter,  I  have  been  more 
impressed  than  ever  with  the  unsuitableness  of  the 
accommodations  of  the  High  School.  During  the  cold 
weather,  it  is  not  a  safe  place  for  any  but  those  of 
robust  health.  The  educational,  even  the  material, 
interests  of  the  town  call  for  a  new  building  ;  and 
as  it  must  come  soon,  it  would  be  better  for  us  to 
have  it  now.  The  voice  of  the  community  seems 
to  suggest  that  it  shall  be  placed  where  the  old 
now  stands. 

THE  LOWER  GRADES. 

The  orgaization  of  the  schools  below  the  High  School 
is  now  almost  what  it  ought  to  be,  The  recent  division 
of  tin*  two  Central  Grammar  Schools  into  three,  and  the 
same  arrangement  applied  to  the  two  Third  Grades, 
removes  all  difficulties,  and  makes  it  possible  for  the 
work  of  these  schools  to  be  done  satisfactorily.  Now, 
if  the  same  improvement  could,  be  made  in  the  two 
Second  Grades,  the  organization  of  the  schools  betwepn 
the  High  School  and  the  Primaries  would  be  very 
satisfactory  for  the  present.  The  time,  two  years, 
allowed  to  each  of  these  schools  to  complete  its  work, 
seems  to  me  the  best  division  of  time  possible.  If 
three  years  were  assigned  to  the  Grammar  Schools,  as 
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some  have  recommended,  in  two  years  there  would 
be  seventy  scholars  in  each  of  the  three  schools,  and 
thus  assistants  or  new  schools  would  be  unavoidable, 
which,  of  course,  would  be  very  objectionable  on  the 
ground  of  economy,  if  for  no  other  reason. 

PRIMARIES. 

The  three  Primaries  in  the  central  part  of  the  Town, 
which  have  not  yet  been  divided,  are  laboring  under 
great  difficulties,  on  account  of  excessive  numbers.  The 
only  relief  in  the  case  seems  to  be  a  Sub  Primary 
for  each  school. 

I  have  now  a  duty  to  perform,  which  T  approach 
with  some  regret.  I  have  been  engaged. in  the  super- 
vision of  the  schools  of  this  town  for  some  twenty 
years.  I  have  never  experienced  anything  but  kindness 
and  courtesy  from  the  School  Committee,  the  teachers, 
and  the  great  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town, 
and  it  is  but  natural  that  a  separation,  under  such 
conditions,  should  be  painful  ;  but,  for  personal  reasons, 
I  desire  to  offer  my  resignation  of  the  oilice  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  an  office  which,  through 
the  partiality  of  the  School  Committee,  I  have  been 
permitted  to  hold  so^  long.  In  retiring,  allow  me  to 
offer  you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  kindness,  and 
to  say  that  my  withdrawal  will  in  no  wise  diminish 
my  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools.
